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A  Step  Forward 

College  Students  Agree  To 
Stop  Painting  of  Campuses 

Wednesday,  October  6..  1948, 
should  be  marked  on  the  calendar 
as  the  beginning  of  an  era  of  bet- 
ter understanding,  good  will, 
friendliness,  and  proper  college 
spirit  on  the  campuses  of  Louisi- 
ana College,  Louisiana  Tech,  and 
Northwestern  State. 

In  an  effort  to  eliminate  the 
splashing  of  paint  and  general  van- 
dalism that  has  been  occurring  on 
all  three  campuses  during  the  last 
few  years,  particularly  just  prior 
to  football  games,  representatives 
of  the  student  bodies  of  Louisiana 
College  and  Louisiana  Tech  were 
present  at  a  general  assembly  of 
all  students  on  Northwestern  State 
campus  on  Wednesday,  October  6, 
for  a  general  forum  and  discus- 
sion of  the  problem.  It  was  agreed 
by  the  students  that  "campus 
painting"  would  be  discontinued, 
and  that  whatever  excellence  the 
teams  might  have  could  be  better 
proved  on  the  athletic  field. 

This  is  a  real  step  forward  and 
should  mark  the  beginning  of  a 
new  era  in  good,  clean  sportsman- 
ship among  the  students  of  the  col- 
leges involved.  The  leaders  of  the 
student  bodies  of  the  three  insti- 
tutions are  to  be  congratulated 
upon  this  step. 

The  majority  of  the  students  on 
each  campus  are  definitely  in  fa- 
vor of  this  movement  and  resent 
very  much  the  stigma  that  is  cast 
upon  the  whole  student  body  and 
the  institution  itself  by  the  nightly 
forays  on  the  campuses  of  their 
sister  institutions  by  certain  small 
groups  that  have  little  if  any  real 
college  spirit. 

There  are,  unfortunately,  cer- 
tain irresponsible  students  on  ev- 
ery campus  who  have  a  distorted 
and  radical  idea  of  what  consti- 
tutes school  spirit.  To  these  few 
people,  the  splashing  of  paint,  the 
destruction  of  state  property,  or 
the  painting  of  N,  T,  LC,  or  other 
college  letters,  on  walks,  signs, 
door  facings,  sides  of  buildings, 
water  tanks,  or  other  conspicuous 
places,  is  the  acme  of  real  college 
spirit.  The  cost  of  removing  such 
unsightly  splashes  of  paint  or  the 
destructive  effect  of  such  mark- 
ings on  the  cleanliness  and  beauty 
of  a  campus  means  little  to  such 
students.  Their  fine  "school  spirit"

Student  Enrollment 
Increased  Over  1947 

1684  Enrolled  For  Fall  Semester 

Latest  figures  from  the  oflice  of 
the  Registrar  show  that  the  pres- 
ent enrollment  for  the  fall  semes- 
ter is  1684.  Of  this  number,  958 
are  men  and  726  are  women.  For 
the  past  three  years  the  enrollment 
of  men  on  the  campus  has  exceed- 
ed the  enrollment  of  womeri.  Many 
of  you  remember  when  the  ratio 
of  men  and  women  enrolled  on 
the  campus  was  quite  the  reverse. 


The  1948  Demon  Football  team 
is  living  up  to  its  early  promise 
of  being  an  improved  ball  club 
over  the  team  of  the  past  two  years 
by  winning  four  and  tying  one  in 
the  first  five  games  of  the  season. 

After  the  initial  game  with 
Barksdale  Field  Raiders  on  our 
home  gridiron,  which  was  a  53-0 
romp,  the  Demons  met  the  strong 
Central  State  Bronchos  of  Okla- 
homa. 

Central  State  Bronchos,   12 
Demons,  26 

Trailing  12-6  at  the  end  of  the 
first  half,  the  Demons  came  back 
strong  and  pushed  over  three 
touchdowns  to  tame  the  Bronchos 
in  the  last  half  of  the  game. 

Although  the  Demons  scored  in 
the  initial  quarter  when  Coyle 
skirted  right  end  for  9  yards  and 
a  touchdown,  the  Bronchos  took 
charge  in  the  second  quarter  and 
knotted  the  score  at  6-6  on  a  46- 
yard  jaunt  by  Donald  Reynolds. 
They  moved  ahead  when  Bleviiis 
passed  to  Stringer  for  their  sec- 
ond touchdown.  All  tries  for  extra 
point  failed. 

Beginning  the  second  lialL  the 
Demons  forced  Blevins  to  punt 
from  the  50-yard  line.

Woflord  (College  at  Spartan- 
burg, South  Carolina,  gave  the 
Demons  an  early  scare  as  they 
penetrated  to  the  8-yard  line.  The 
Demon  forward  wall  pushed  them 
back  to  the  16,  where  our  boys 
took  over. 

The  game,  played  mostly  be- 
tween the  25-yard  lines,  developed 
into  a  punting  duel  between  Bobby 
Johnson  of  the  Demon  backfield, 
and  Evans  of  Wofford.  Neither 
team  was  able  to  reach  pay  dirt 
and  the  game  ended  in  a  scoreless 
tie.  Statistics  of  the  game  were 
decidedly  in  favor  of  Wofford, 
whose  team  averaged  practically 
fifteen  povmds  heavier,  per  man, 
than  the  Demons.

The  following  week  the  Demons 
met  the  Louisiana  College  Wild- 
cats in  Alexandria  on  Bolton  High 
School  Field. 

After  Johnson  ran  a  punt  back 
61  yards  to  the  Wildcat  33,  a  pass, 
Rhodes  to  Quinn,  and  runs  by 
Thompson  and  Givens,  brought  the 
ball  to  the  4.  Dusty  Rhodes  scored 
from  this  point.  Davis  missed  the 
try  for  extra  point. 

Later  in  the  second  quarter,  a 
recovered  fumble  set  the  stage  for 
a  second  touchdown.  With  Thomp- 
son and  Beck  carrying  to  the  5, 
Jackson  plunged  over  for  six  more 
points.  Davis'  try  for  extra  point 
was  successful,  and  the  score  at 
the  half  was  13-0. 

The  second  half  was  played 
without  a  score  by  either  team, 
with  the  Demons  substituting  free- 
ly, trying  to  find  another  scoring 
combination;  however,  the  Wild- 
cats held  and  blocked  all  attempts 
of  the  Demons  to  score.
